| Napoteon Bonaparte, Emperor. of 
i France, wished to invade England, 
ithat is te conquer it. But, as you 
iknow, 
‘all round it, so thar first of all he had 
bro fight the navy. It he had won, it 
would have been easy enough to cap.

So hewordered the French fleet, 
which was commanded: by a man 
named Villenenve, to put to sea. On 
October 21, at daybreak, Villenenve’s
